A. radical raorganiaation of branches 
is to take- place within the .Depart*, 
lueitt of Education and Science, 


wliicb will give the department for 
the first time the reef capacity to 
plan across the binary divide oE 
higher education; 

This reorgani^arioii, .raken with 
the t'irit tripartite meeting between 
ttiG DES, UGC, CLEA last week, 
is an inipnrtnnt niece in rhe policy' 
jigsaw -wliicii orfitSials liope mil 
enable die DES to manage a steady* 
statu rather than expanding higher 
education -sysicm In- the 1980 s. 

Higher and FiirthCi'' EducoHon 
Brunch 1 (HPE 1 ) which Is rcspoii* 
srble for non-university higher and 
for furciier education will "be 
merged with HPE 3 which handies 
university iKilicy to form a new 
super-braacli. 

Tile diii'd branch at present, 
HPE 2 which looks after furtlier 
education for industi'y and liaises 
with the MSC, vrlll also become 
responsible for adult and continuing 
eduqation. Under the reorganization 
a third branch will be created U) 
look afiier u ragbag of items such 
as the Open university and stu* 
dent grants.

The croat-ioii of the super-branch 
will provide a policy focus for 
finance end planning for further 
and higlier educedoii es a whole. 
For the first time a single branch 
will look after tbc univorsitles, and 
the polytechnics and colleges. 

Tins will enable the DES, aided 
by the Inspecturatc, to push ahead 
more purposlvely witli its policy oC 
course rationaliadcion on a broad 
trans-binary front, and to iiiinlc- 
ment any broad steer" to subject 
balance svhich manpower forecasts 
may -suggest. 

ft will also help to . fill the 
VBciHini created by the failure to 
esrabtish an Oakes-style national 
body for the maintained sector. 
Tills h-as become urgent because riie 
first .crude stage of capping the 
pool has had suoti capricious 
effects, ranging from IS per cent 
cuts for tlie hardest hit polytech- 
nics like Huddersfield and Kingston 
to vlrLuall.v nn cuts at all in the 
case of tli'e inner London polytedi* 
nics.

Approval of tlie Flowers' report 
calliiie for die closure and merg- 
ing ot many of London Uiiivcrshy's 
niedictfl schools has been giiveti by 
(die university's ecutdemie advisory 
board in medicine. 

At a receiiit meeting, die board, 
wliicli acts as a niNical faculty 
board in Lniidmi, rejected a nimJon 
npjmsing die renrgunisatii'nn plan uf 
.Lord FItiwurs and liis working party 
.‘ind iiisteuicJ passed a resolution in 
favour of die report's recommenda* 
Dions. 

However, several rewvatiojis 
were included in die motion,, par* 
iticularly about the educsbioiial issues 
raised by Flowers, and now a report 
of the meeting is to he pi‘eaen<ted to 
Lord Annan, vice cliuncoHor of Lon* 
doi) University. 

TTie decision is die first in a 
series of moves which wifi take 
place before a final decision on die 
report is expected to be taken by 
the senate in July, At present sub- 
missions and responses from mtor* 
ested' parties are to. be ' handed in 
by May 3 t and Lord Annan lies now 
appointed a four-man worUa^ panel 
conalsting of Pr -M. F. Godfrey, 
dean of . die Royal Postgraduate' 
MecKcod School ' and chmrntaii of - 
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UGC to cooperate with local 
authorities over coutscs -

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David Jobbins and Paul Flather report from the Natfhe conference in Scarborough 

Union Sets itself a realistic course for the dangerous 1980s

The keynote of N&diho's nnnual con* 
ferenco in Scarbarough aver the 
Biink Holiday weekend was a new 
sariouaneas. This was expressed in 
a negative way by the peremptory 
defeat of the ultradeft rank and 
file faction on Issue after issue, 
and in a positive sense by an im- 
pressive speech' from the general 
'secretary, Fetor' Daivsqn, which 'in 
a quiet but decisive.' Uray set the 
’conference; and ' perhaps the 
assofc'i£tlbil, 'ori a' cbiisu'uctive and 
realistic 'coursh!foV Uie dangerous 

waos. . 

This danger yvas the key to tlie 
new mood. Already more than 300 
redundancies in further and higher 
education have been formally noti- 
fied to Natfhe.

"To some cxtei'u such duubts 
are the re.sult of a long legacy of 
' theories of binlo^icnl rucism ", the 
committee said. But such doubts nre 
also created by the debaiu owr 
current admissions _ policies tlmt 
include race as a ‘tipping factor'. 
Although we suiMinrt such pnliciu.s, 
it must he rccoanizcd tlmi tins 
issue has a negative side lo^ ii in 
tliut sonictiincs the iniprcssion is 
created that mlnoi-ities at Harvard 
arc less qualified." 

Supreme Court Justice Lewis 
Powell, ill his deciding nninion in 
the llukhe reverse discrimiiiatioii 
case, held up llarvard's admissions 
programme ns n model for obtain- 
ing a ruclallv diverse student body 
widiouc excluding any white stu- 
dents on grmiiiris of i-acc alone.

iniiiririty midci'grndiiatcs and two 
fifths of whites have '* dated " siii- 
dents of another race, and approxi- 
mately the some proportion.s have 
shareti accommodation with some- 
Olio from a different race. 

Harvard students believe tiiat 
other students arc the main source 
of racial prejudice on campus, 
ruiiicr than the university adinmi- 
siratinii, fuculiv members or non* ' 
acudeniic staff.'" if students saw a 
certain amniint of prejudice at Har- 
vard. ihcv saw a great deal more 
in the niiii-llarvard wurlii urouiiu 
it ". 

Wliot proportion of Harvard’s 
student body is non-white ? The 
median estimate by the undcrgrutlii- 
atci wus 26 per cent, while the enr- 
roct answer is H per tent. This 
“ startling misperception suggests 
that students arc still very cousclnus 
of the presence of miiim-jiics on 
cnmpitK and tliai race coniinurs to 
serve as a distinmiishlng critcriim ' , 
the cnmmUlcc believed. 

.\ccoi-dlng to PcHii Kpi»s _ihc 
bo.ll hope for future rnce relations 
lit Harvard lies with the siiijienis 
tlicmscivcs. About two-thirds of 
those surveyed said they feit^ a 
sense of personal nliligatinn to iiii- 
prove race relations at the cnllcuc.

ihere several different mechanisms? 

I'lie title of the book has clearly 
been chosen with cure. Fraiix. 
.Sliilil is distinguished in the .field, 
not only for liis vei 7 iniportniit 
mnlcciilar studies of recambiiig- 
tipii in hactei'iophngcs, but also for 
hi.s many provucuiive iiitcrpreta- 
tioiis of I'ccoinbiiiation data. Some- 
times he cnii'veniemly forgets about 
experimental re.sults if it suits hi.s, 
own view to do so. But bv. and 
large he is in a better position 
than anyone else to provide a fully 
comni'chcnsive overview of the 
mechanism nf recombination in 
phage and Fungi. The bool.es should, 
therefore be read . by anyone, .who 
wants to know the present , stqtci 6^ 
knowledge and ideas about recom- 
bination.

Some studies of 
Tibetan religinn deal only, with 
Buddhisi^i ‘and Bon; the former is 
represenrexl ns an importation and- 
thb liiiter as the indigenous rell- 
pinn. This misapprehension about 
Bun (based on the fact that it was. 
there .before Buddhism) Professor 
TucCi '■ 'dispels, with his detailed 
account of the various streams 
which flowed into rhe Bon religion 
from Central Asia, Kashmir, China, 
Iran and even from the Islamic 
world. GertuineW indigenous Is the 
folk religion, “^widely known and 
fullowed ;. among the ordinary 
people",' governing their daily life 
ami determining their attitudes to 
the world arniind them. 

While Tucci frequently refers to 
the wbi’k'Of'his fellow Tibetanists, 
especially: .wlien dealing with the 
BidJrrtAdJthe fplk religion, his qwn 
contribution is always substgiuial ; 
(Kia^ js:- most obviously so In his 
writing: -OK 'rhe doctrines the 
most imponainc schools (chapter 
four) and the life of the monaste^ 
anil its festivals (chapter five). The 
latter inusmites particularly well

Tibetan Buddhist modes of 
thought must he allnived to stand 
in tbeij own right ; they cannot be 
udequ'xtely represented by Western 
pliilusnphlcAl concepts, and this' 
means ihat they have to be 
explored and examined mid 
absnrbtil over o long period. 
Moreover, the va«t Ikeraturo of 
i^betau U»ddh.ism i-s, as fiicci 
observes, “ so ciiornimis that a 
single human life is nut enough to 
mii6t(.M- it - 
Tiiesc ore dnuntvng words, but 
they need not deter ihe serious 
render from setting out on ii jour- 
ney of exploration, for oven from 
ufar he may catch something of the 
feel of a civilizatinn whose pers- 
pectives may help to correct some 
of the imbalances in our own.
